Management of the disease: The treatment of the disease, since 
there ie no epecifie remedy, is not satisfactory and is largely symptomatic.

Rest is a matter of prime importance and 
chould never be neglected, even in mild caces. Dict is a matter of almost :

It cheuld inclade a liberal 
cupply ef colt. The patient should be weighed regularly. Varicus 
hydretherapeutic measures may often be used with benefit. Such treat- 
ment must, however, be used with discretion, and concideration given | 
te the state of the patient and the result to be obtained. Change of 
dimate, especially to colder latitudes, may be edvieed. Avoidance of 
etrveng Givect sunlight will often prevent a bed erythemes. Fresh air, 
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and cleanliness are of course to be enjoined. Saline celution by the 
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bowel or intravenously may ot times be of cervice. 
Medicinal: hes leng enjoyed reputation in the treat 
| ment of pellagra. It may be advantageously used in the form of Fowler's 
or Donovan's colutions. Atoxyl end coamin, es well os calvarsan, may 
be of service in cases. Hezamethylenamine, quinine, end thyroid 
preparations all have their edvecates. Symptomatic remedies must be 
if employed es nesded.

The great expence will inevitably prevent many European nurees from 
coming. Four hundred dollars at the very least will be needed, and it 
would be eafer to have five hundred. 

Arrangements for the International delegations’ trip will be made } 
by Mr. Frank, of the Frank Tourist Co., who is brother to Mies Frank 
of the Henry Street Settlement. He says we should have at least our 
own care, perhaps cur own train, or trains, in which way we travel less 
expensively and more pleasantly. The California nurses have appointed 
em Arrangements Committee whose chairman is Dr. (and nurse) Helen ' 
P. Criswell, of Les Gates, and Dr. Criewell hopes there may be a Nurses’ 
Building. Under the general regulations of the Fair Grounds, however, 
we could not ledge or give meals to nurses in such a building. It could 
enly cerve for gatherings. As cur mestings will have very large cudi- 
ences, it will probably be best to hold the general assemblies in halle, as 
we could not build on « large encugh scale to fit cur international 
gatherings.

Naw Yous.—Opportunities for practical training in public health 
nursing have never been sufficient to meet the demand. The time seeme 
to have passed when o woman can hope to successfully enter thie field 
without come epecial preparation, and many of our readers will be inter-

@ thres months’ course in public health nursing. A small salary ic paid, 
but living expenses are not provided. 

Nurses coming for this course are taken on the first of October, 
January, end April.
